lay. It haa been nude at a tinu 
of great colonial opulence, It ia calculated to

therefore be deemed an encourage rrsent 
for all that anperior aklll for which 
mora barn* a fiord no irjopa. Beaidea 
forming a temporary aiaoeidtion of clam 
workmen, it at7<nda to th* natives of the colony 
an eiampl* of what may be done, and eitcoui- 
agaa their armalation, Then there are atrnu 
thintra in which nanti] gratification ie worth an 
eipantlilure. There are utilities- higher thin 
can he aet down in a ledger — every 
pabHc. feetivil, every flag that ia 
unfurled, every rocket that ia lent up, all theme 
thousand decoration* and diipenaahle luxuries, 
which an generally deemed worth paring for, 
would be reckoned mere waele by * rigid econo- 
mies. It ia, however, well worth the while of • 
liberal people to seek, even at eommoD coat, that 
which elevate! th* spirit and gritiSee the pride 
of multitudes.

About 
(hii aplradid building, the Tariona denomioalional 
collagei will shortly cluster. Th* temptation 
offered by th* Government la a atrona one, 
—many acre* of valuable land— a pound for 
•very pound contributed In money, np 
to twenty thrraaaed pounds, for the erec- 
tion of thaae bail dinga— and, finally, five hun- 
dred pounds per annum for each resident war- 
den. The four Hot* whom it pleased the late 
Legialature to diitiigiilBh have, therefore, the 
strongest inducement to beatlr tharnselvei. 
They have been, no doubt, led to mike these 
eiertiona by a aeal for the advancement of 
leer fiing. They muat he consciom that those 
who tag in this career, will be tha hewers of 
wood end drawer* of water. They ban the 
one great advantage of rivalry, they feel that to 
be left behind in thi* competition would expose 
them to merited dligrace. Thus, partly from tha 
high* at motives, and partly from other* of in 
interior tone, yet not unlawful, they hive thus 
fir given the itrongest assurance that they will

It la not so much the want of 
money ai the ahieno* of Inducement which 
aiops so many able lads In ihsir course of edu- 
cation. It ntet not be told I lint a wall «duc*t*d 
youth is better qualified for any situation oi 
calling he nuy fill, or that the general eip.n.ion 
and elevation of the mind Ineraasea the 
dexterity and power of the hand, and suggests 
imTjisuarabl* fieilitiea even in the f rasecut-.on 
of ordinary employmemU. 
_ Thit all the munificent expenditure 
in the cause of learning may be realty 
useful, we hope that thus* who conduct 
the **„otn institutions will take into account 
the requ.rer.eet. both of the age and of a new 
counlry like thia. They are right aa letting 
a high value on claaslcal attainments, but th* 
branches or knowledge which make man ac- 
quainted with hi* own nature, and the world about 
him, and which prepare him for tbe actual busi- 
ness of life, must farm a moat prominent part of 
public education. America haa numerous b- 
etiuiioB* which anpply the training required by 
tbe inhabitani, or . new country, and in this, u 
in miay other thing*, has shown the triumph of 
common sense over prejudice. Sydney can- 
not b* Oxferd, t D rl X, w South Wain, 
cannot b* England. Both England and Oxford 
are objeots of veneration. Th*j both furnish 
standard* by which we may meainra tba valae 
or thiuga ; but, after all, our citcumltaaoee will 
not admit or aervil* imitation. 

Referring to the ealsriei promised to th* 
wardens, we observe that several gentle- 
men have spoken of them a* a permanent 
charge upon th* country, which could 
not he repealed wilhont branch of faith. 
W* should advise no very absolute ta- 
lianos upon this interpretation or the Act ; and, 
considering the drift of many public obligations, 
it would b» far better to endow **ch college 
with land than to leave an annul charge upon 
the revenue, which it ia highly probable a 
colonial Legislature will one day repudiate.

To return now to the sheep atation, to which slip- 
pery reads and heavy nine hail eon-ierird me for Ihe 
night. I was hospitably received on my promiBC of a 
*' cohaitlemlion," the same weighty word slso lnduoing 
eaira personal comforts in every way, nnd evidently 
beyono tho ordinary run of feeding witiieaaet) in tho 
hut, aa the hsir-doion children therein congregated 
opened their eyes wiib astonishment at the uuea- 
nmpled display mad* upon the board. Ilv the way, it 
ia astonishing tho difference thst the gold-flelils have 
made to the traveller in the bush. At STery hut, 
farm, or station that he cutties to, he ia examiner! 
Ihrungh a chink of ihe door, or from behind a a'Bck ; 
aod the shortest possible a'awera are given li si] in- 
terrogatories, lest hy inducing conversation he may 
be led to ask for that ahelter. or refreshment, which 
some yen" ago was not only olfered, hut prepared sb 
a matter of course. In fact, now he is lucked upon as 
though, tike Washington Irving'a school msster, bo 
were the spirit of famine descending upon the land to 
eat up ibe Tety fatness thereof. F.ven tho mngie wnr.l 
" payment" Is often inefflcacloua ; and I hnvc beard 
of inatnuces of persona letting fnoso aavapo dogs when- 
ever they s*w alrangsra spprtiachine;. The family nn 
the atstinn in the present matinee oonaisled of a man 
and hijwife. twosona of 22 ond 20 yean reipecliTily, 
a grown-up daughter, and some balf.ior.en voungaieni 
giniluiilly ranging duwn from 13 to 2jeajB'old. The 
twu eldeat each tended a flock of ahecp, whilst the 
employments nf such of the other* as were capable of 
the work, conaialed of plaiting cabbitgtvtrec fur tho 
manufacture uf hats. Thia last branch of industry I 
waa told nursed in a very good in en me ; the prices at 
which they wrro sold ranging from HV fjr the must 
common, io silt, for bats of the finest quality. Plait- 
ing and nuking one of ihe latter kind svoulJ give one 
perann full occupation for ihrce weeks. 

Whilst here I witnessed oneof the phists of a shep- 
herd's life, and one perhaps of the most diaagraeable. 
The youngest ot the iwo sons Ijat the largest half of 
hia sheep. The night wia dark aa pitch, (he rain 
poured down in lorrenla, whilst the wind howled and 
groaned throngh the giant fureat, making altogether as 
fine a Per Friesehuti kind of scene aa the wildest of 
weird dreamers could wish for. How they were to 
find tho abeep, for the two brothers issued out into the 
bush for the purpose, through all thia " precious 
pother,' I wss at a loss to conceive | hut Und thorn they 
did, some four miles awijr, though in auch n ail nation 
that ihcy could net be oroughi homo tilt morning. 
They had therefore to oomp out with them tttrnugh 
tho whole of that ttoTmy night, in a broken moiinlain 
country perfectly alive with native dugs, whose bowl- 
ings as they hovered round the urmpiiug inultou pre- 
vented even the faintest idea of sleep. Ti'iienetuus snd 
goad fires, with a consume look out by men and dojta 
preserved ihe ccraticttsnk, anil I had tho aoUtfaetion of 
seeing ihem reach the station before [ left. 

On atoning the ncut morning I found my poor old 
horse none the better for hia night's ei {insure to the 
tempest ; he walked off so heavily and unwillingly as 
if be had been at the close instead of the bug inning of 
a day'a journey, The track led over heavy (oeky 
ranges fir about three milea, and thou descended a 
deep hill down to the Abercrombie River.

The track now took np a atony creek, on which there 
had been a good deal of digging done, both the creek 
itsclfand Ihe adjoining fiata having been ealeiuirely 
worked, Nut is soul wis left, when I passed, to iell

The Tocna Creek ia one of Lhe aonthern tributaries 
of the AbercTornbie. the apot on which it is worked 
however ia many miles from ita embouchure into that 
riTer, The digging ground emends for a distance of 
about Bve milea along ihe ercck, and also for some 
distance up the Knngalool ah a crrelc that jolna it a 
Utile ahove the €otnmi*sioner'a Cump. The atream 
runs through heavy schistose ranges, very eimilir in 
•ppaarihcc and In general character lo the Inn 
O'luutrv. The mountains seem to viae up tier upon 
tier, without order or arrangement, and it is only 
when they are seen from some commanding eminence 
that the regular run they follow becomes perceptible. 
Viewed from below, from aome well-worked flit, or 
tunnelled point of the creek, n nvire wild or broken

Thia creek has been worked, morn or less, for the 
Inst six years, and nn a rocent urccMnn a rush In it 
was got up. I fesr by interested parties, who csveil 
liltlo *hn'. individuals miqht suffer so loin 
as Ihey reaped a henellt. 1 need hoiillv 
aiy Ihst the expectations raised were not at 
all met by (he results of the work, 
arid thst the consequence was the oil but abandonment 
?[ 'nc*e digging.. And eueh will alwave be ihe case. 
Where exaggerated alstomenta are put "forth, parties 
arc led to leave perhaps .toady paving work, io order 
to sand, chance f,r one of the rich prices that are 
Sfld to ba obtainable.

It 
wss discovered, as the legend goes, in a very singular 
manner, A man named butler, who had been very 
unsuccessful at a digger, wss lying down on the far* 
of the till that forma the point, cursing his ill luck;, 
and solacing himself in usual bush style with a smoke* 
when, thoughtlessly turning over a atone with iit* 
point of hia finger, ho saw a glitter ihat at once spoksi 
hu-Ofl to his experienced mind.
